DECLARATION OF GERRY ARMSTRONG 
I, Gerry Armstrong, declare as follows: 

1. I am the defendant in this case. 

2. I am in Germany and cannot attend the hearing scheduled in this case on February 4. 

2003. 

3. As this Court knows, in November 2002 I filed an Application for Waiver of Fees and 
Costs (Form 982(a)(17). Judge Smith ordered that a hearing to resolve an evidentiary conflict regarding 
my Application that he noted as a "lack of any income reported.” 

4. I filed a declaration detailing why I have not reported any income; simply. 1 have 


none. Judge Smith issued a minute order that stated: “The Court has read and considered the declaration 
of Armstrong. The Court denies the request for a fee waiver based on insufficient information 
provided.” 
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5. At the same time Judge Smith set a Case Management Conference for February 4. 
2003. Attached to the Notice of Hearing was a post-it note from a clerk, which directed that I contact 


Court Call to schedule an appearance by telephone. 

6. Since Judge Smith did not say what additional information I had not provided, it was 
obviously impossible for me to provide it. Thus on January 7,1 submitted my “Request for 
Reconsideration of Denial of Application for Waiver of Court Fees and Costs.” which this Court must 
have received. I believe I meet the criteria upon which this Court should grant my Application, and I 
believe this Court by denying my Application had improperly denied me my right to participate in this 
case. 

7. I also called Court Call LLC to make arrangements for appearance by telephone at the 
February 4 hearing. The Court Call person, Sha, #859, advised me that telephone appearances handled 
by Court Call cost $55.00. which sum, clearly, is exorbitant, and which I simply cannot pay. Sha 
advised me that Court Call will arrange the telephone appearance if I have a waiver of fees and costs. I 
have not yet received the waiver for which I applied. Sha stated that since I have not yet received the 
waiver it is sufficient if a Court Clerk faxes a copy of the waiver to Court Call in advance of the hearing. 
Court Call’s fax number is 888-883-2946. 

8. Yesterday. January 21 I called the Clerk of the Marin Superior Court, w ho referred me 
to the Clerk of Department H, where I left a voice mail message. This morning (0130 German time) the 
Department H Clerk Vita called me back and advised me that there is no fee waiver on file, and that if 
one is granted she wall not fax it to Court Call. Vita stated that I had to arrange for someone else to go 
to the Court and obtain a copy of the waiver (if one is granted presumably). 

9. I do not have access to anyone in California who can perform this service for me. 
Obviously I cannot pay a Court Service company to do this. 

10. I therefore request that this Court grant my application for waiver of fees, and have 
the order on the application faxed to the Court Call fax number provided above. 

11. I w ish to also advise the Court that because of threats by Scientology agents here in 
Germany 1 am in the process of moving from where I have been, and the address above. This address 
will be good only two more days. Scientology has terrorized the people who have been giving me a 
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place to stay and I can no longer stay here. E.g., appended hereto as Exhibit A is a true and correct copy 
of a newspaper article, along with an English translation, from the January' 20. 2003 Berliner Zeitung 
describing freeway harassment by a Scientologist agent Mirko Otto. I have arranged a new place to 
stay, but I do not yet know the address, and I do not have a new phone number, but 1 will advise the 
Court when I do know my new address and phone number. This necessary move, and loss of my phone 
service, makes my telephone appearance via Court Call even more difficult. Nevertheless. I will 
endeavor to make the telephone appearance if the Court will grant my application for waiver of court 
fees and costs, and will have a copy of the order faxed to Court Call. 

12. As I have advised this Court, this case is in reality the furtherance of a crime, 
specifically the conspiracy to injure, oppress, threaten, or intimidate me in the free exercise or 
enjoyment of the rights and privileges secured to me by the Constitution and laws of the United States, 
and because of my having so exercised the same, 18 USC Sec. 241. This is an extremely serious matter, 
and 1 ask that this Court take this criminal conspiracy charge as seriously as any court in the United 
States would or should. I have been put in a position by the Scientology cult's threats and criminal 
actions toward me, indeed its unclean hands in this case, where I am at a terrible disadvantage before 
this Court. I therefore ask that this Court assist me in every way in which it has the power to assist me. 
as would or should any court in the US that grasped this situation. 

13. Because this declaration concerns and is in support of my application for waiver of 

court fees and costs, which is to be kept confidential by this Court. I necessarily am not serving copies 
of this declaration on the other parties in this case. 

I declare under penalty of perjury pursuant to the laws of the State of California, the 
United States. Canada and Germany that the foregoing is true and correct.

Berlin - He is counted as one of the strongest opponents of the Scientology 
organization: Thomas Gandow Sect Commissioner of the Evangelical Church, Berlin. In 
the Luisen Parish (Charlottenburg) he preached yesterday only with police protection. 

The reason: Gandow was stalked, feared disturbance of the Sunday service. 

Already on the way to the talk in the church, Gandow and Scientology ex-member 
Gerald Armstrong had been stalked and photographed by an unknown person. "They 
wanted to intimidate us," says Gandow to BZ. During the drive he alerted the police. 
They stopped the stalker at the Michendorf autobahn rest stop and took his personal 
information. According to Gandow, it was Mirko O., an active member of the 
Scientology organization (SO). The Sunday service in the Luisen Parish was therefore 
put under police protection. 

Several Scientology members were said to have been among the attendees of the 
event. Pastor Gandow recognized, among others, one leading member of the 
organization. The woman wrote down the sermon and the testimony of the cult victim 
Gerald Armstrong. 

Two years ago, a similar event was disturbed by Scientology adherents. 

According to the observations of the Office of Constitutional Protection (VSG) there are 
approximately two hundred members in Berlin. Because the VSG sees in Scientology 
"indications of efforts against the free basic order" this organization is under observation.
